LBJ  Calls  For 
Assimilation  of 
Negro  People

WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — Presi- 
dent Johnson  called  Thursday  for 
■‘nothing  less  than  the  full  assi- 
milation of  more  than  20  million 
negroes  into  american  life.” 

JOHNSON  USED  the  occasion 
to  disclose  a much  widened  role 
for  Vice  President-elect  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey  in  coordinating 
federal  activities  aimed  at  equ- 
ality of  opportunity. 

Johnson  acknowledged  that  the 
racial  feelings  flow  from  many 
deep  resistance  sources  in  his- 
tory, the  pattern  of  american 
lives,  and  the  nature  of  man. 

“BUT  I BELIEVE,”  he  said, 
“there  are  other  forces — stronger 
because  they  are  armed  with 
truth — which  will  bring  us  to- 
ward our  goal  in  peace.” 

These  forces  consist,  the  presi- 
dent said,  in  the  sense  of  mor- 
ality and  justice  writen  into 
laws  and  nourished  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people.

The  first  junior-abroad  pro- 
gram for  U.S.  engineering  and 
mathematics  students  will  be 
inaugurated  next  September 
(1965)  in  Nantes,  France,  by  the 
Institute  of  European  Studies. 

THE  NEW  FOREIGN-STUDY 
program  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Institute  in  cooperation  with  the 
Ecole  Nationals  Superieure  de 
Mecanique  (ENSM)  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nantes.  After  the 
academic  year  is  over,  engineer- 
ing students  in  the  program  will 
be  able  to  take  trainee  jobs  for 
the  summer  in  local  French  in- 
dustries. 

The  Nantes  center  will  be  the 
Institute’s  fifth,  and  the  fourth 
it  has  established  since  1961.  It 
now  offers  academic-year  and 
spring-semester  programs  in  the 
liberal  arts  and  social  sciences  in 
Paris,  Vienna,  Madrid  and  West 
Germany. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  NAN- 
TES was  established  by  France’s 
Ministry  of  National  Education 
in  1962,  but  traces  its  origins  to 
a 15th-century  university  of  the 
same  name  which  was  closed  in 
1793.  It  is  now  located  on  a 
modern  campus  overlooking  the 
city. 

The  ENSM  is  a French  national 
school  of  higher  education  in 
mechanical  engineering.  It  is 
classified  as  a “grande  ecole,’’  one 
of  a number  of  professional 
schools  sharing  with  universities 
the  work  of  higher  education  in 
France. 

THE  NANTES  PROGRAM  will 
not  be  limited  to  engineering  and 
mathematics  students.  It  has  also 
been  designed  for  students  of 
French  language  and  French 
classical  literature,  who  may  also 
want  to  take  courses  in  mathe- 
matics.

Institute  students  will  live  in 
private  homes  in  Nantes  and  take 
their  meals  with  French  families 
and  in  student  restaurants. 

The  intensive  orientation  period 
before  regular  classes  begin  will 
be  broken  by  two  field  trips,  one 
through  Normandy  and  Brittany, 
and  the  other  in  Paris. 

C03IPEETED  APPLICA- 
TIONS and  reference  forms  for 
the  l%5-66  program  will  be  due 
next  May,  1965.  The  cost  of  the 
program  will  be  $2,650,  including 
tuition,  special  language  training, 
room,  most  meals,  round-trip 
transatlantic  passage  from  New 
York,  two  field  trips  and  a 
Christmas-week  ski  holiday  in 
the  Alps. ,

PURPOSE  OF  Thursday’s  pre- 
liminary hearing  was  to  find  out 
if  the  government  had  sufficient 
evidence  to  warrant  holding  the 
19  men  for  grand  jury  action.

mission  to  Stanleyville. 

OUSMAN  BA,  Foreign  Minister 
of  Mali,  told  the  11-nation  Secu- 
rity Council  that  those  who  spoke 
of  humanitarian  motives  for  the, 
rescue  mission  were  the  same 
who  “plotted  the  murder  of 
Patrice  Lumumba,  who  carried 
out  the  disappearance  of  Dag 
Hammarskjold,  who  counten- 
anced the  assassination  of  John 
Kennedy.” 

The  highly  emotional  speeches 
of  Ba  and  Louis  Lansana  Beavo- 
gui,  Foreign  Minister  of  Guinea, 
plainly  shocked  Western  dele- 
gates in  the  council  chamber. 

AFRICAN  NATIONS  display- 
ed their  concern  by  calling  for 
a meeting  of  all  African  foreign 
ministers  on  the  Congo  in  New 
York  for  next  Tuesday.  Diplo- 
matic sources  said  the  call  was 
issued  by  the  35-nation  organ- 
ization of  African  unity  in  Addis 
Ababa,  Ethiopia.

Titan  Zips  Into  Orbit 

CAPE  KENNEDY,  FLA.,  (AP)  — The  Titan  3A  mili- 
tary space  rocket  registered  its  first  completely  successful 
test  flight  Thursday.  Its  third  stage  spun  into  orbit  as  a 
flying  launch  platform,  executed  a nifty  space  somersalt 
and  then  kicked  loose  another  satellite. 

IT  WAS  AN  impressive  performance  by  the  Air  Force 
rocket  which  is  slated  to  play  a key  role  in  U.  S.  hopes  of 
performing  diverse  manned  and  unmanned  military  opera- 
tions in  space. 

As  the  Air  Force  assessed  the  success,  the  National  Aer- 
onautics and  Space  Administration  prepared  to  try  to  launch 
an  Atlas-Centaur  rocket  on  an  orbital  test  flight  at  10  a.ra. 
(EST)  Friday.  The  booster  is  being  groomed  to  land  unman- 
ned suiweyor  spacecraft  on  the  moon  starting  next  year  to 
make  scientific  studies  and  scout  possible  astronaut  landing 
areas. 

After  the  Titan  3A  firing,  Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  S.  Bley- 
maier,  project  director,  told  newsmen: 

“The  success  confirmed  our  confidence  in  the  system. 
We  feel  that  the  Air  Force  now  has  a real  purpose  in  ac- 
complishing space  missions.” 

THE  INITIAL  TITAN  3A  test  flight  last  Sept.  1 fell 
just  shy  of  success  when  its  third  stage  engine  shut  down 
prematurely  and  orbit  was  not  achieved. 

Because  of  the  test  nature  of  the  flight  Thursday,  the 
satellite  unleashed  by  the  orbiting  platform  was  a chunk 
of  metal  with  no  scientific  value.  It  weighed  3,750  pounds. 

Titan  3A  is  the  forerunner  of  a powerful  Titan  3C  rocket 
which  the  Defense  Department  has  tabbed  for  a number  of 
assignments,  including  a manned  orbiting  laboratory  the ; 
size  of  a house  trailer  which  will  be  used  to  determine  what 
man  can  do  militarily  in  space.

On  Sale  In  Bookstore 


Tape  recordings  of  devotional 
speeches  are  now  available  in 
the  BYU  Bookstore  the  same 
day  that  the  devotional  assem- 
bly is  held. 

THIS  SERVICE,  provided  by 
tbs  Audio-visual  Communica- 
tions Department,  gives  students 
the  opportunity  to  send  tapes  to 
friends  in  the  shortest  time 
possible. 

The  actual  recording  of  a de- 
votional speech  is  not  done  in 
the  fieldhouse  but  is  piped  to 
the  basement  of  the  AVCD 
(Clar  Service  Center)  where 
three  recordings  are  made.  A 
local  radio  station  uses  one 
copy,  another  copy  is  placed  in 
university  archives  for  historical 
purposes,  and  the  third  copy  is 
used  as  a work  master. 

BEFORE  BEING  used  as  a 
work  master  the  recording  is 
edited  to  eliminate  mistakes  For 
example,  if  a speaker  says  the 
wrong  word,  then  corrects  him- 
self, the  wrong  word  will  be 
■erased.  The  context  of  the 
speech  will  remain  exactly  as 
presented. 

The  recording  is  placed  on  an 
Ampex  Duplicator  where  two 
copies  can  be  made  an  once, 
and  ten  made  per  hour.  The 
tape  used  comes  from  a 5000 
foot  roll  and  the  recording  will 
use  only  the  required  length, 


thus  eliminating  wasted  or  un- 
used tape. 

THE  LABELS  are  then  placed 
on  the:ape  boxes  and  before  the 
tapes  are  packed  they  are  spot- 
checked  on  a recorder  for 
quality. 

Tapes  will  be  in  the  Book- 
store for  two  weeks  after  which 
; they  can  be  ordered  at  AVCD. 
The  cost  is  $4.00  for  aech  tape. 
I Each  tape  has  the  advertised  de- 
j votional  speech  on  it  as  well  as 
I a talk  given  by  another  General 
; Authority. 

I PACKED  WITH  each  tape  re- 
I cording  purchased  will  be  a 
[“Tape  Exchange  Certificate.” 
I This  new  Tape  Exchange  Pro- 
tgram  is  especially  designed  for 
[those  who  have  need  of  many 
! tapes  but  do  not  wish  to  build 
la  large  personal  library. 

I The  tape  purchased  can  be 
I used  for  up  to  two  years  and  can 
then  be  returned  to  AVCD  for 
exchange.  The  tape  will  then  be 
re-taped  with  the  desired  speech 
and  returned  to  the  sender. 

THIS  NEW  PROGRAM  costs 
$2.45  for  tapes  with  up  to  44 
minutes  per  side,  or  $3.65  for 
j tapes  with  up  to  90  minutes  per 
! side.  A new  certificate  comes 
with  each  tape,  either  new  or 
exchange,  so  the  purchaser  can 
continue  tape  exchanging  in- 
definitely.

Now  On  Display  In  Arts  Center 

Several  paintings  and  prints  by  Dr.  J.  Roman  Andrus  of  the  BYU 
Art  Dept.,  will  be  hanging  in  the  main  gallery  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  until  Dec.  31st. 

SPEAKING  OF  HIS  WORK,  Dr.  Andrus  explained  that  “the  canvas 
becomes  a little  universe  of  itself  and  as  such,  the  universe  must  have 
cohsion,  interrelationship  and  purpose. 

“If  one  is  to  achieve  this,  the  artist  needs  to  think  in  terms  of  paint 
as  the  visual  stuff  with  which  symbols  are  made.  The  forces  and  counter- 
forces must  be  controlled  within  the  canvas  area  and  at  the  same  time, 
there  should  be  places  for  the  viewer  to  dream  and  supply  his  own  ex- 
periential elements.” 

BORN  IN  THjE  CATTLE  country  of  southern  Utah,  Dr.  Andrus  spent 
his  youth  in  the  hills  and  canyons,  where  he  learned  to  observe  accurately 
the  structures  of  the  landscape,  its  masses  and  spaces,  its  rhythms  and 
breaks. 

A picture  of  a robin  painted  in  the  third  grade  started  Prof.  Andrus’ 
art  career.  He  began  professional  are  training  at  Otis  Art  Institute  in 
Los  Angeles,  Calif.

Baseball  Fears  Courts

While  weVe  been  busy  covering  collegiate  spoi’ts 
primarily  of  the  winter  variety  things  have  been  hap- 
pening in  the  professional  world  of  summer  sports  . . . 
namely  baseball. 

Tlie  biggest  news  this  fall  has  been  the  Milwaukee 
Braves’  attempted  move  to  Atlanta.  As  most  of  you 
remember  the  City  of  Milwaukee  did  a rather  handy 
job  of  at  least  stalling  the  move  for  the  time  being. 
Law  Suits  Can  Be  Effective 

The  city  threatened  the  ball  club  with  a large  suit 
if  it  should  leave  before  it’s  1965  contract  was  filled 
and  on  that  basis  asked  for  and  received  an  injunction 
from  the  courts.  At  the  same  time  they  threatened  the 
other  major  league  clubs  wdth  similar 
suits  if  they  should  vote  to  allow  the 
move  before  a court  decision  was 
reached. 

At  the  mention  of  courts  and 
legal  procedure  major  le^ue  base- 
ball begins  to  quiver  in  its  spikes. 

It  seems  they  have  some  grave  fear 
about  losing  their  “slave  contracts” 
or  something  like  that. 

At  any  rate  the  owners  of  the  oth- 
er nine  clubs  quickly  decided  that  it 
“would  be  Linwse  for  the  Milwaukee  club 
to  consider  moving  just  now.”  So  Milwaukee  is  still  a 
baseball  towm  . . . well  for  a year  at  least.  But  don’t 
think  the  hassle’s  over. 

Paul  Richards  Offers  Big  Deal 

About  a week  ago  Paul  Richards,  general  manager 
for  the  Houston  club  offered  Milwaukee  what  has  got 
to  be  the  most  fantastic  deal  on  record.  He  offered  to 
trade,  franchises,  all  25  players,  and  throw  in  five  mil- 
lion dollars  to  boot.  What’s  more  he  was  serious  . . . 
dead  serious.  Richards  knew  the  right  man  could  make 
the  Braves  earn  plenty  of  money  in  the  Wisconsin  com- 
munity. 

The  Braves  turned  him  down,  but  my  guess  is 
that  before  everything  is  all  over  they’ll  wish  they 
hadn’t.  The  people  of  Milwaukee  went  all  out  last 
summer  to  try  and  keep  the  tribe  from  moving 
but  to  no  avail.  The  Braves  made  money  hand- 
over-fist but  decided  to  try  moving  anyway.  If  I 
don’t  miss  my  guess  they’ll  be  lucky  to  get  away 
with  their  scalp  in  ’65.  They  won’t  make  a fifth  of 
what  Richards  offered  as  a bonu^.  And  if  they 
should  decide  to  throw  in  the  towel  they’ll  count 
themselves  fortunate  with  an  offer  of  one  million. 

Pros  Initiate  Draft 

But  the  whole  baseball  picture  isn’t  quite  so  glum, 
thank  goodness.  At  their  last  meeting  the  clubs  agreed 
to  a college  draft  of  players  similar  to  that  of  the  foot- 
ball leagues.  This  will  prevent  the  pros  from  stealing 
the  promising  talent  from  the  college  diamonds.  Now, 
as  in  football,  they  will  have  to  wait  until  the  athlete’s 
class  has  graduated. 

Additionally  this  would  aid  the  majors  by  providing 
a substitute,  of  sorts,  for  the  faltering  minor  leagues. 
If  this  works  out  the  colleges  might  very  well  receive 
assistance  in  their  baseball  programs  as  the  pros  might 
be  encouraged  to  funnel  some  of  those  funds  which  are 
currently  earmarked  fo  rthe  minor  leagues  into  the 
conference  and  NCAA  tills.  The  whole  effect  would  be 
one  of  strngthening  both  pi'ofessional  and  collgiate  base- 
ball. 

Baseball  took  another  cue  from  the  gridiron  mo- 
guls early  this  week  as  they  decided  to  sell  weekend 
games  as  a league  to  a national  television  network. 

I Previously  contracts  for  these  have  been  bought  by  the 
networks  on  a game  for  game  basis,  and  naturally  the 
big  teams  reap  the  largest  financial  harvest. 


Taylor  Is  NFL  ‘Rookie/ 
ASU  Back  Leads  Field 


NEW  YORK  (AP)~CharIey 
Taylor,  tagged  as  a “can’t  miss” 
prospect  whenhe  was  drafted  No. 
1 by  the  Washington  Redskins 
last  year  out  of  Arizona  State, 
has  been  named  Rookie  of  the 
Year  in  the  National  Football 
League  by  an  Associated  Press 
panel  of  sportswriters  and  sports- 
casters. 

TAYLOR,  6-3,  210  pounds,  was 
voted  the  Most  Valuable  Player 
in  the  College  All-Star  game  at 
Chicago  in  August  and  was  out- 
standing in  the  A’l-American 
game  earlier  at  Buffalo. 

With  the  Redskins,  the  23-year- 
old  halfback  has  been  equally 
successful  as  a runner  and  pass 
catcher.  In  fact,  he  will  be  the 
first  rookie  since  Johnny  Grigas 
of  the  Chicago  Cardinals  in  1943 
to  rank  among  the  top  10  in  both 
rushing  and  receiving. 

GOING  INTO  Sunday's  final 
game  with  the  Baltimore  Colts, 
this  fleet  young  man  from  Grand 
Prairie,  Tex.,  has  gained  744 
yards  in  191  carries  and  720  yards 
on  49  passes. 

“Taylor  probably  is  the  great- 
est natural  football  player  I’ve 
ever  seen,”  said  Coach  Bill  Mc- 
Peak  of  the  Redskins.  He  is  ex- 
tremely coachable  and  is  a mod- 
est, dedicated  kid.” 

ASKED  TO  compare  Taylor 
with  some  others,  McPeak  said, 
“He  reminds  me  of  Ollie  Matson 
in  his  early  days  and  also  com- 
bines some  of  the  moves  of  Hugh 
McEllenny.” 

A tendency  to  fumble  hurt 
Taylor  early  in  the  season.  One 


of  his  fumbles  cost  the  Redskins 
a game  with  the  New  York 
Giants. 

PAUL  WARFIELD,  Cleveland’s 
exciting  split  end  from  Ohic 
State,  and  Paul  Krause,  Washing 
ton’s  fine  safety  from  Iowa,  tied 
for  second. 

Warfield,  22,  ranks  ninth  in  the 
league  among  pass  receivers  with 
47  for  817  yards  and  eight  touch- 
downs. His  success  in  grabbing 
Franks  Ryan’s  passes,  opening 
the  way  for  Jim  Brown’s  runs, 
has  been  most  important  in 
Cleveland’s  success. 

Krause,  an  alert  G-3,  192 

pounder  from  Flint,  Mich.,  has 
solidified  the  Redskins’  pass  de- 
fense which  leaked  so  badly  last 
year.  Krause  leads  the  NFL  with 
12  interceptions  for  140  yards. 
He  was  the  leading  scorer  at 
Iowa  as  a pass  catcher.
